Gen. Douglas 
M acA rthur has placed recapture of the Philippines as a high spot in his cam paign and co-ordinated 
Allied drives in the Indian and Pacific oceans during the next few m onths m ay m ark the sta rt of a 
giant pincers offensive to retake the Philippines.
